Ottawa, May. 3. — There is con 
siderable excitement about the discus- 
sion on the Franchise Bill. The debate 
was continued from three o'clock on 
Thursday till Saturday night at twelve 
making fifty-seven hours of a contin- 
ous sitting. The discussion was coulin 
ed to the clause giving the Indians a 
vote. On Friday morning at I o'clock 
the Opposition offered to allow seven- 
teen interpretation sections to pass on 
condition that the commute rise. Sir 
Hector Langevin indignantly refused, 
saving that the government was strong 
enough to force the measure through. 
A hot discussion ensued, the Opposi- 
tion condemning the tyrannical course 
of the government. In answer to Mr. 
Miller, Sir John said tiiat when the 
territories were given representation 
the Indians on the reserve could vote, | 
even Pound maker, Big Bear and P;-a 
-pot. The Opposition took decided ex- 
ception, contending that no Indian 
should be given u vote unless free to ex- 
ercise it, and in control of full civil 
rights as white met).

Sir John then 
spoke till ten minutes to twelve, ex- 
pecting to wind up the debate, but to 
his surprise Mr. Blake jumped up for 
the tirst time, and for the remaining 
ten minutes made a magnificent ef 
fort, amidst the cheers of his followers 
and the enthusiasm of the crowds in 
the galleries. The motion that the 
committee rise was carried, and the 
House adjourned. The government 
having refused the offer to allow the 
seventeen sections to pass, 110 progress 
has been made. The Opposition are full 
of light. 

Development of a Sew Incan- 
descent Light. 

A new incandescent light has made 
its appearance in the lighting lield, and 
if it equals what is claimed for it, is 
calculated to greatly disturb investors 
in both gas and electric stocks. The 
li^ht is said to be more brilliant than 
gas or electricity and costing very much 
less than either, It is produced from 
"water gas" and crystallized magne- 
sium. The Progressive Age says: In 
the demonstrations wo witnessed a 
large hall was used, all the ordinary 
gas lights were turned on, and those 
present pronounced the hall well 
lighted; then these were turned down 
and the water gas was turned on through 
incandescent burners, prod uc ting such 
a flood of light as astonished the ex- 
pectant spectators, one gentleman from 
Boston saying, "I expected to see 
something pretty tine, but must confess 
1 was not prepared for this." After a 
while the ordinary gas lights were 
turned on, but, although the illuminat- 
ing gas used was the best quality of 
water gas, the light added was hardly 
appreciable, nor was any dimniution 
noticeable when these gaslights are 
turned down. These incandescent burn 
ors vnrv in candle-power, according to 
size, from 10 to 100 candles, and were 
indestructible. They require no ad 
justing and need no renewals after 
putting in place,- and are beautiful in 
design and can be soltl so as to come 
within reach of every one using light 
As 10 the cost of the light itself, wecan 
state that a sixty hours' test proved 
that light equal to twenty-candle-pow- 
er can lie furnished at a co.it of one cent 
per hour and still afford a large profit 
to the producer. While this improve- 
ment dispenses with the great objection 
to all gases, it is important to state 
that the method can only be used with 
the fm;l water gas, on account of the 
large peccentago of carbonic oxide 
contained in the gas. The carbonic 
is the necessary element to make this 
light power possible. Without this 
element this new system of incandes- 
cent lighting could not succeed.

Humboldt, N. VV. T., May l.-A 
courier just arrived from Prince Al- 
bert reports all quiet. Tidings of the 
Fish Creek battle hail not arrived there 
vet. It is supposed the couriers from 
General Middleton's camp havu been 
captured, 

Word was received here yesterday 
from a man named Pierson, a freighter 
between Medicine Hat and McLeod, 
that all his horses hud been stolen last 
night by Indians. He left here last 
Monday with a full load of gootls on 
his return trip to McLeod. He bail got 
only twenty miles out when his horses 
were stolen. lie is left in a bad fix. 
Instances of horses being stolen by In- 
dians are reported almost every day. 

Strange bands of Indians are report- 
ed to have been seen at ihllerent times 
during the past week roaming over the 
prairie in (dose proximity to the town. 
Ii is certain, although the Indians re- 
port themselves loyal to the govern- 
ment, that they are becoming saucier 
every day anil run oil' bauds of horses 
and cattle in broad daylight, tho set- 
tlers being afraid to give chase. 

At McLeod, all the Indian prisoners 
were given their liberty. They have 
killed cattle there, and the authorities 
are afraid to arrest and prosecute them, 
Indians have crossed over the border, 
it is said, for the purpose of trying to 
induce their A mericaii, brethren to take 
up arms and join them in helping Kiel.

A SUAIiF FIGHT AND A LONG 
SITTWQ. 

Canadian papers supply particulars of a 
recent long and exciting sitting of the 
house of commons over the Franchise bill. 
On Mav -nd thu house sat 55 consecutive 
hours. " The question under discussion 
was that part of the Franchise bill re- 
specting the grunting of voting power to 
Indians. It came up on the interpreta- 
tion of that clause: "That ia to say, a 
' purson ' is described as a male person, 
married or unmarried, including an In- 
dian, or a female person, unmarried or a 
widow." About 9 o'clock at night the 
Conservative members brought into the 
house part of their bed-clothes and went 
to sleep. This was for the purpose of 
carrying out the threat made in the cor- 
ridors that an adjournment would not bo 
made until such time as the interpretation 
clause had passed the committee. Mr. 
Blako made a violent speech claiming 
that the clause was the most outrageous 
and grossest piece of infamy ever intro- 
duced into the parliament of any civilized 
country. According to the atatuto, In- 
dians who had proved themselves worthy 
of citizenship had already a vote, but the 
yuveriiment now proposed to extend the 
power to vote to those who were wardB of 
the government and in recoipt of state 
aid. tie said that it was impossible to 
grant them the franchise in so far as that 
constituted citizenship, while in the 
present instance the Indians woro as much 
tied hands and feet by the superintendent- 
general of Indian B (Fairs — and in this case 
Sir John Macdonald was superintendent- 
general — as over they were, yot they were 
to be allowed to vote. Mr. Mills and 
Mr. Patterson, of Brant, followed in the 
anmo strain, the latter moving in amend- 
ment: That the committee should rise, 
advancing reasons why this should be 
dono. Mr, McMullen followed, speaking 
to the amendment. Ho referred to the 
deplorable and critical situation in this 
Northwest, and advocated that business 
of the utmost importance should only be 
attended to, so that tho ministers could 
L'ivo their undivided attention to tho re- 
bellion in tho Northwest, seeing that a 
lamentable destruction of lifo had already 
taken place. The chairman sprang to his 
feet and called him to order. Mr. Edgar 
appealed to the house against tho decision 
of tho chair. Tho chairman and govern- 
ment held that tho appeal was to tho 
committee of the whole. Mr. Blake and 
tho opposition held that the appeal was 
to the house with the speaker in tho chair. 
The discussion went on for several hours 
and at last Sir John called on tho speaker 
to resume his seat. Mr. Tasse, tho chair- 
man, in reporting the case to the speaker, 
merely presented it by saying that Mr. 
McMullen was speaking of the rebellion 
and not to the amendment. The speaker 
in resuming tho chair put the appeal, 
when a vote was taken at 2 o'clock. Tho 
chairman's ruling being sustained by a 
party vote, and the house again wont into 
committee, where they may still bo for 
aught that we know. 

FORE OA STING* THE F UTUKE. 

In the Monthly Financial Circular of 
Henry Clews & Co., of New York, we find one 
of the calmest and most reasonable state- 
ments that we remember to have seen of 
the effect of the British-Russian difficulty 
in ite relation to American commerce. The 
circular refers to the magnitude of the ap- 
prehended contest, which directly involves 
tho interests of 335,000,000 people, and indi- 
rectly of all the world — a conflict "repre- 
senting ou the one side advanced ideas of 
political liberty, and on the other the solo 
principle of military ambition and despot- 
ism." The circular admits that the Britisli 
government is doing everything consistent 
with national honor to avert or to postpone 
war, but it so far doubts the willingness or 
the ability of the Russian government to 
arrest the war feeling that it accepts the 
general opinion that war is inevitable and 
proceeds to consider the effect of war upon 
American trade. As depression in the home 
trade and the closing of some foreign markets 
to English manufactures would reduce the 
prices of tho latter, the circular reasons that 
the United States would buy what they need 
more cheaply than at present. It does not 
consider that the United States' cotton crop 
would benefit any, but it believes American 
wheat would bo enhanced in value. The 
shipping trade of the United States, it 
maintains, would be acted upon beneficially; 
first-class American investments would be 
preferred; and a speculative rise on the 
stock exchange might bo expected. Henry 
Clews & Co. think that independent of war 
considerations the commercial condition of 
the United States is steadily improving, 
existing depression being confined to tho 
manufacturing States, affairs in the agricul- 
tural States having mended considerably. 

THE NEWS. 

The Northwest news is very gratifying. 
Gen. Middlctou forced tho fighting and 
whipped tho rebels after a desperate re- 
sistance. A dispatch received at mid- 
night states that the rebels are surround- 
ed and must either surrender or die. Tho 
citizen" soldiers have done nobly, and 
British Columbians may well bo proud to 
acknowledge allegiance to a govornmont 
whose sons have fought so well in de- 
fence of their country's honor. It is to be 
hoped that Riel and Dumont will be 
among the captured and that there is a 
sufficiency of ropu with tho expedition to 
secure each a hem pun cravat. Mr. Gladstone 
announced yesterday that a satisfactory 
arrangement with Russia had been ar- 
rived and that there will bo no war. Lird 
Hartington announced tho withdrawal of 
tho British from thu Soudan; and "war's 
alarums " in England and olsowhoro may 
bo regarded as over — fur the present.

Losnov, May 11. — In the house to- 
day, speaking of Soudan matters, Lord 
Hartington said Lord VVolaeley had ad- 
vised tho govornmont to retire to Assoun 
from tho Soudan. Gen. Wolseloy attach- 
ed great importance to sending armed 
boats to Egypt to be used in patroling 
tho Nile. Tho government had no in- 
tention, tho speaker said, of evacuating 
Suukim until soinu arrangement can be 
effected for holding it against hostile 
Arabs either by England or some other 
civilized nation. At present Suakim 
could not be held without ,i fight. Oainan 
Digma, El Mahdi'a chief lieutenant for 
many months past has boon besieging the 
place and .has frequently declared

Therefore tho holding 
was a military and not 
question. In regard to a project of n 
railway from Suakim to Berber, Lord 
Hartington said ho was unable to state 
what was thu deliuito intention of tho 
govornmont, but ho thought he would 
booh bo ablo to make a statement of their 
intention. 

Henry Chaplin, conservative, for Lin- 
colnshire, asked bow much the gov- 
ernment had spoilt on tho Khartoum 
expedition, and if tho sum was greater 
than the £22,500,000 mentioned in the 
£05,000,000 credit 113 sum required for 
Soudan account? 

Gladstone replied that the government 
had already spent a great deal of money 
in the Soudan, but were unable to say at 
present whether any portion of the l"-'-,- 
500,000 would bo saved. Gladstone then 
moved for thu second reading of the con- 
solidated fund bill (tho £55,000,000 cre- 
dit) and urged his motion in a speech in 
which he declared ho was unable to un- 
derstand the differences which existed on 
this subject between the oppposition and 
tho government. He urged the house to 
avoid every unnecessary issue just now 
and not pass judgment on the conduct of 
the government. 

No sooner had Mr. Gladstone quit 
speaking than tho conservatives heaped 
upon him and his government the bitter- 
est attack within their power to make. 
This waa led by Lord Francis Hamilton 
who is being strongly poshed forward by 
tories ns leader in tho commons. Ho was 
undersecretary for India from 1H74 to 
1878 and spoke with some degree of auth- 
ority. Ho secured the occasion for mak- 
ing his attack by moving consideration of 
tho amendment given notice of by Sir 
Stafford Northcote, present conservative 
leader in tho commons, oil Friday. This 
amendment is 011 the second reading uf 
the consolidated fund bill fnr a fresh vole 
of censure against tho government, and 
concludes in the following words: "The 
house having shown t hoi r readiness to 
vote supplies refuse their assent until In 
formed of the present policy and purpose 
for which the money to be granted is to 
bo applied." 

Lord Hamilton in moving the consider- 
ation of this amendment said "The right 
honorable Marquis of Hartington, secre- 
tary of state for war, has just made 
tho most extraordinary statement 
which over fell from a minister in 
this house. After announcing their 
intention of taking Khartoum the govern- 
ment had announced to— night the aban- 
donment of tho Soudan. After having 
murdered six or ten thousand men yet the 
government expects this house to acqui- 
esce silently in their policy. The greatest 
danger to the country is tho incapacity of 
the men in office. (Conservative cheers ) 
Th«i govornmont have surrendered every 
one of the questions at issue between Rus- 
sia and England. The prime minister has 
altogether abandoned the attitude by 
which the government obtained the vote 
of credit. The great objection 1 have to 
tho premier s policy is that from the very- 
day ho assumed office until now he has 
shown a readiness to sacrifice anybody 
and anything to save himself. (Cries of 
"hear, heart") 

Chamberlain, president of the board of 
trade, taunted Lord Geo. Hamilton with 
inconsistency in asking for information 
from the government that could be relied 
on. Chamberlain said the house would 
bo unable to adequately jodgu tho action 
of tho govornmont untiWall the papers in 
the case were presented. Ho said that 
tho object of Sir Peter Lumsden's mis- 
sion had to a groat extent beuti achieved 
and was glad to find Lord George Hamil- 
ton advocating tho position that faith 
should not bo placed in Russia and that 
tho only conn e was to go to war. The 
general election would remind the oppo- 
sition of their policy and it would then be 
seen whether the country was tired of 
peace. 

Lord Hamilton's motion was defeated 
2'J0 to 2ti0. Tho majority consisted 011- 
tirely of Liberals. The Parnellitos voted 
with tho minority. The house received 
tho result rather listlessly.

Winnipko, May 11. --Tho wiro is still 
down between Qu'Appelle and Humboldt, 
and there is no further word from the 
furt. (ireat anxiety is felt. A Saskatch- 
ewan landing despatch says: An order 
was issued last night by (ion. Lowrio hero 
that tho ontiro corps of tho Seventh 
Fusiliers and two companies of the Mid- 
land battalion should proceed at once to 
Clark's Crossing. They loft this morning 
at eight o'clock on twelve barges. Tho 
force numbers nearly 300 men, under 
command of Col. Deacon. They expect 
to reach Clark's in about live days. Two 
companies of the Halifax battalion will 
leavo Swift Current for this point to- 
night, reaching here to-morrow evening, 
and will remain till further orders. 
Another small detachment of mounted 
men have gone from Birtlu to join Col. 
Boulton. 

Winnipko, May 11. — Private advices 
from Qu'Appelle say that trouble is still 
apprehended from tho Indians in that 
vicinity. There is strong enough force 
for defence there. 

Winnipeg, May 11. — A dispatch was 
received to-night from tho front which 
states that the- tight with tho rebels was 
resumed yesterday morning, and that 
the rebels wuro completely overcome and 
surrounded by the troops, nnd that Mid- 
dleton had demanded their immediate 
surrender on pain of absolute annihilation. 
There is great rejoicing hero over what 
appears from disjointed dispatches to bo a 
victory . 

OiTAwi, May 11. — In tho house of 
commons Sir John Macdonald said that 
an incomplete account of the tight at Duck 
lake had been received, but that further 
particulars had been asked for. Ho also 
said 1 ho government was considering tho 
question of a vote for tho relief of Bot- 
tlers in tho Northwest who had been 
driven from their homes and had their 
property destroyed by the rebels. 



CANADIAN NEWS. 



Particulars Kefrarding Hie Loss 
of the S. S. Helvetia. 



Montreal, May 11. — Munderloh has 
received further particulars concerning 
loss iif the steamer Helvetia of the White 
Cross line. She was badly bulged by an 
encounter with ice and on Thursday last 
telegraphed her condition. She was lost 
sight uf 01. til yesterday when it was 
learned she had gone down bow first oil' 
Scatterie island on Friday in deep water. 
Hie at tirat tried to make Sydney, C. B. , 
and found that harbor packed with ice. 
She then tried to follow the German 
steamship Kehrweider but lost tho lattor 
in a fog. To make mutters worso tho 
sails that Cnpt Schoonhoveu had stretched 
over the vessel's bow was torn away in a 
second encoutiter with tho ice. Still he 
fought against the fog and wind and had 
L'ooil luck until he met the steamer Ac 
adian, by which time ho had stretched 
more canvas over the extensive holo. Tho 
Acadian took the Helvetia in tow and 
tried lo make the port of Hawkesbury. 
The Helvetia had iheti 10 feet of water. 
The cargo was thrown overboard and the 
men worked hard to keen the vessel afloat. 
At. last with 10 feet of water in the vessel 
tho captain abandoned hor. The cargo 
was valued at $400,000.

ENGLAND. 

London, May 11. — Mr. Gladstone an- 
nounced that ho was about to lay before 
the house of commons s >me most impor- 
tant papers in regard to tho foreign policy 
of England in her relations with Afghan- 
istan. Mr. (ilailstoMu then stated that 
an arrangement had boon effected between 
Earl Granville, foreign secretary, Earl 
Kiinberley, secretary lor India, Baron Du 
Stnal, Russian minister to England, and 
M. Lossar, special Russian agent at Lon- 
don, in regard to tho Afghan frontior, 
that this arrangement was satisfactory to 
Her Majesty's government and to Earl 
Dufferm, viceroy of India. He hoped the 
arrangement would bo made subject to 
convention with Russia 

The trial of Cunningham and Burton 
for alleged complicity in the dynamite 
outrages at Westminster Hall and tho 
Tower of Loudon, began this morning in 
central criminal court. 

In the house this afternoon, Lord Hart- 
ington said the government had resolved 
to make Wady Haifa tho most advanced 
position, as a permanent defence of Egypt. 
British troops would be withdrawn as 
soon as the Nile rises. It is expected 
that the rising will occur about tho end of 
Miiy. The withdrawal of tho troop: in- 
volves abandonment of engagement to ad- 
vance to Khartoum. This statement was 
received with cheers from the government 
benches. Efforts aro to be made, said 
the war secretary, to establish an admin- 
istration in the province of Dungola and 
to complete the Nile railway as a commer- 
cial enterprise.

Pasha's recall is due to the influence of the 
Turkish minister at St. Petersburg and the 
Russian minister at Constantinople, who 
believed the recall would have a good effect 
on tho settlement of the Afghan difficulty. 

CANADA. 
Qukiiec, May 10. — There are about two 
dozen steamers now due here, one, two and 
even three steamers of some of tho lines 
being behind time. Such an occurrence 
has hitherto been unknown in tho history 
uf this port From all accounts ice in the 
gulf is unusually heavy, and blocks the 
usual gulf route to thin port. It is generally 
anticipated that- in addition to the steamer 
Helvetia, a number of other vessels will be 
found to have met with rough treatment by 
the ice.

Their Survey •« 1>« at Once Pro- 
ceeded Willi. 

Ctipt. E. Deville, Dominion Surveyor 
general, and Messrs. Otto J. Klutz, W. 
( Igilvieand T. Druniinotid, connected with 
his department, who arrived in Victoria 
on Friday last have come to this province 
for the purpose of surveying the Domin- 
ion lands along the line of tho Canadian 
Pacific railway. They will also determine 
tho longitude of Victoria with Greenwich. 
Seattle is the nearest point as yet deter- 
mined, and the difference in time will bo 
calculated between that [dace and Victoria 
and the information thus obtained . The 
longitude of Victoria has never before 
been calculated, and as it is regarded as 
an important point, it lias been decided to 
establish it. A number of the instru- 
ments have been left at Seattle and an 
observatory will bo erected there and one 
of the I wo astronomers of the party locat- 
ed at that point and calculations carried 
on by telegraph. The longitude of dif- 
ferent points along the line of the railway 
will also be calculated. A small observa- 
tory will be erected on the Driard House 
lot f'ot the purpose of making tho obser- 
vations hen?. Tlio various instruments 
have been somewhat damaged in transit, 
aud it will ho nearly a week before 
real work is commenced, A coin mission 
will be held this morning by Capt. Deville 
aud his associates for the purpose of ex- 
amining candidates wishing to qualify 
themselves as Dominion land surveyors. 
This is in order to enable t hose competent 
to take pari in the coiniui; surveys of Do- 
minion lands within tins province, 

After nil arrangoim uts have been com 
pleted here Capt. Deville and parly will 
proceed io Tort Moody and locate the line 
from which operations will he based in 
surveying lands. The same system will 
be followed as that in existence in the 
Northwest, Lands will be divided into 
townships, sections and quarter sections; 
the latter will probably consist of K3U 
acres, the additional acres being intended 
as a reserve f ir public roads. 

Deville expect a that the greater 
part el' this j ear will l>e occupied in locat- 
ing the litsis tu" operations thtiigh a rjuan- 
tity of the land may be surveyed. Next 
year, however, it is anl icipated thai the 
greater ['art of the tvurk will be completed 
ami Dominion lands defined.

What the Street Committee and 
Civic Officers arc Doing* 

Our city council is composed altogether 
of practical business men, and they are 
prosecuting the work of the city in a 
business like manner, us is evidenced by 
the works at present under way. The 
duties that they perform uro of course 
without reward, and the manner in which 
they are prosecuted reflects credit on tho 
ability uf the council and the wisdom of 
the ratepayers who placed them in power. 

THE HOCK CUUSUER 
and steam drill have been utilized to good 
advantage this year. For sorno months 
past tho steam drill has been engaged at 
Marvin's hill in getting out metal for 
macadamizing the streets. A gang of 
about fifteen men was constantly em- 
ployed working the engine and dnll, 
removing the rock aud reducing it to tho 
size required by the crusher. 

1,700 V.VKliS ol' Hut it 
have been taken out and piled up, the hill 
being pretty well cut down to its proper 
grade. The cost of the rock per yard is 
£1 50, including all expenses in running 
the drill. Hand labor last year in blast- 
ing rock cost .'i-:i per yard. 

Last week tht; steam roller was moved 
from Marvin's hill to Bay street, and the 
rock crusher from head of Yates street to 
the same place. Governors were placed 
on the engine, and yesterday morning 
the work of crushing the rock left from 
last year was begun. A force of six men 
are required to run lint engine and 
crusher. Those are paid S- 50 per day. 
Hand labor has been paid £1.25 per yard 
for breaking so .no. The crusher averages 
00 yards per day, and also crrries the 
material to the cans, which was an extra 
cost with hand labor. The rock is being

SUoIk'IoIPh IMim Tor the Inva- 
sion of India. 

Until the arrival o£ the StolietofJ 
embassy at Cabul, the idea of a Rus- 
sian attack upon India was generally 
scouted in this country] and even those 
who urged the stemming of the Rus- 
sian advance did not treat an expedi- 
tion against us as a matter of the im- 
mediate present, but na belonging to 
the future. In Rushiu, military oj»iui an 
was more advanced. While war was 
still undeclared against Turkey in 18~0 
and England was hoping that the con- 
flict might be averted by peaceful dip- 
lomatic means, Gen. Skohelofl', then 
Governor of Ferghana, the Turkistan 
district nearest India, forwarded to 
Kaufinann an elaborate plan for a 
Central Asian campaign. Even when 
summoned to Europe to take part in 
the operations there, he used his ut- 
most influences at court to put the Tur- 
kistan forces in motion, and tinally 
achieved his object in sight of Con- 
stantinople, when after several councils 
of war, it was decided that if the Con- 
gress at Berlin failed, an attack should 
be made Upon India. 

Accordingly, Cols. Stolietoff and 
Grodeofl' left the camp for Central 
Asia, the former charged with a mis- 
sion to Sliere Ali, and the latter, Sko- 
belolFs oldest and most trusted friend, 
carrying Skobtdotfa secret plans, and 
for himself the special appointment us 
chief of Kauftuaun's staff One other 
agent was also sent from the camp — 
Fashino, an ex diplomat who had ser- 
ved as interpreter at Samarcand to the 
present Ameer, Abdurrahan Khan, and 
possessed a knowledge of India from a 
jouruev he had undertaken through the 
peninsula a few years earlier. His mis- 
sion was to proceed to India and secret- 
ly ascertain the condition of military 
and tribal aflairs on the frontier, and 
afterwards publl bis way through the 
Khyber and join the Russian mission 
at Cabul. 

The outcome of the enterprise is 
well known. Lvaufmaun marched with 
the invading force to Djaiu, on the 
Bokharan frontier, and marched hack 
again when the treaty of i>erlin be- 
came known. Stolietoll' penetrated Ca- 
bul, and oeca sioned the Afghan War. 
Grotlekoff returned to Europe by a 
famous ride through Herat, and is now 
acting Governor of Turkistan. Finally, 
Pashino was arrested at Pesbawur, 
and spite of outcry, was sent back to 
Russia. 

Most of those facts are known to 
the public, hue SkobelofFs proposed 
plan of operations has never received 
duo attention, even at the hands of 
those commonly supposed to be inter- 
ested in Central Asian affairs. Briefly, 
the plan was this: Kaufinann was to 
have led an army to Cabul, almost de- 
nuding Turkistan of its garrison, and 
was to have there organized the Af- 
ghan forces for an attack upon India, 
while Russian emissaries stirred up the 
natives to mutiny. If the people failed 
to respond to the Russian appeal, 
Kaufinann was to tie the English army 
to India bv threatening it from Cabul, 
and, in the event of a rising, he was to 
push on 10 the frontier, and attack the 
English on one side while the mu- 
tineers advanced and harried them on 
the other. Supposing the attempt fail- 
ed, Kaufinann was to retreat, not upon 
Turkistan, in case the sight of bis shat- 
tered forces should cause Bokhara to 
rise, but upon Herat and the Caspian] 
being met on the ways by a succoring 
army advancing via A ska bad and .Mesh- 
ed. 

Such was SkobelrilFs daring scheme, 
the revelation of which, since hisdealh, 
has exercised a remarkable etl'ect upon 
the imagination of Russian Generals, 
and caused a longing to lead or partici- 
pate in a campaign offering so many 
chances of distinction and glory. Had 
the Congress of Berlin faileJ, the im- 
pression is general among Russian mili- 
tary men that SkobelofFs plan would 
have been crowned with success. Their 
belief in the certainly of a mutiny in 
India is one that Englishmen will not 
generrlly share, and hence the probabi- 
lity of an actual irruption into India 
will be contested, but there is one mat- 
ter upon which not much difference can 
prevail. The Afghans would have 
doubtless fallen in with the Russian 
plans, ami by their cooperation tied 
the English troops to the frontier, 
thereby preventing re enforcements be- 
ing sent to Europe, This alone would 
have been a .-access of no mean order, 
for it is no secret that Russia was 
greatly disturbed by the idea of Sepoys 
being dispatched to Turkey tn assist m 
the defense of Constantinople. — From 
Marvin's "At the Gates of Herat,"

Why Cheruiaii and MIiuihIuii 

Acknowledged Grant's JLead- 
crslil|t--Mcl*hersou's Abili- 
ties. 

The four garetest Generals produced 
by the great Civil War on the National 
side ware Grant, McPherson, Sherman 
and Sheridan. One of tho most plea- 
Bant memories of American history is, 
and will forever be, the fact that be- 
tween these four great commanders 
there \v;is never the shadow of jealousy 
or envy. It is the highest honor that 
Grant evor received from men's judg- 
ment or admiration that these three 
able captains all willingly and always 
looked up to him as their superior. 
McPherson fell in battle before the 
splendor of his abilities could attract 
the world's attention, but in bis death 
Grant, as he declared, lost one of the 
greatest— perhaps, the very greatest — 
of his Lieutenants. Sheridan, as in 
right of his Irish blood, had the fiercest 
spirit in battle; Sherman the greatest 
iuqention in council, while MePhersoi 
could light with the one and plan with 
the other, but they all admitted, be- 
dauso they knew and felt, that "the 
silent gray-eyed man" was greater than 
they. "Why," I asked Gen. Sherman 
once, "did you and Sheridan always ac- 
knowledge Grant to be your leader?" 
"Because," he responded, in his quick, 
idiomatic manner, "while 1 could map 
out a dozen plans for a campaign, every 
one of which Sheridan would swear he 
could light out to victory, neither he 
nor I could tell which of the plans was 
the best one; but Grant, who simply 
sat and listened and smoked while wo 
had been talking over the maps, would 
at the end of our talking tell us which 
was the best plan, and in it dozen or 
two words the reason of his decision, 
and then it would all be so clear to us 
that he was right, that Sheridan and I 
would look at each other and wonder 
why we hadn't seen the advantage of it 
ourselves." "I Jtell you," he continued, 
after a moment's pause, "CI rant is not 
appreciated yet. The military critics of 
Europe are too ignorant of American 
geography to appreciate the conditions 
of his campaigns. What is it to march 
an armv from Berlin to Pari.si Look at 
the shortness of the distance. Look at 
the multitude of roads. Look at the 
facilities of transportation. Consider 
how many times the same ground has 
been fought over by successive com- 
manders. Is not every point of vantage 
known? What commander can blunder 
when all the conditions lie open to bis 
eye? But I have seen Grant plan cam- 
paigns for half a million of troops alone 
a front lino of '2bOQ miles in length, 
anil send them to marching to their 
objective points, through sections whare 
the surveyor's chain was never drawn, 
and where the commissariat necessities 
alone would have broken down any 
transportation system of Europe, and 
three months later I have seen those 
armies ^standing where he said they 
should be and what he planned accom- 
plished; and 1 give it as my military 
opinion that Gen Grant is the greatest 
commander of modern times, and with 
him only three others can stand — 
Napoleon, Wellington and JVJoltke."

Respecting the Fire Limits, Wooden 
Buildincs, and the Storace of hay 
and Straw. 

IN AMENDMENT OF THE EXiiST- 
I in<; By-Laws bo it unacted by tho 
Mayor mill Council uf the Corporation of 
the City of Victoria as follows: 

1. Section 2 of "Tho By-Law for Pro- 
hibiting tho Erection of Wooden Build- 
ings, l.ST'J, Amendment By-Law 1883" is 
hereby repealed, and in lieu thereof tho 
following substituted : 

"2 That portion of tho City of Vic- 
toria which is. contained within tho limits 
hereinafter described, namely — commenc- 
ing at the northwest corner, of lot 127, 
thence running easterly along tho north- 
ern boundary of the said lot to Store 
street, thence easterly across Store atreet 
in a Btraight line to the centre of Fis- 
Hard street, thence easterly uloiilf tho 
centre of Fisgnrd street to tho centre of 
Douglas iitruut, thence southerly along the 
centre of Douglas street to tho centre of 
Courtenay street, thence along the centre 
of Courtenay street to tho northeast cor- 
ner lot 8, thence along tho northern boun- 
dary of lot K to tho shore of Victoria Har- 
bor, thence along the shore line of Vic- 
toria Harbor to the point of commonco- 
ment, — is he eby declared to bo within 
the Fire Limits of the said city." 

2. No addition to or alteration of any 
wooden building within the said tire lim- 
its shall be made. 

;i. No btiildiuy other than with main 
walls of brick, inn or utono, and rooting 
of incombustible material, shall bo erected 
or placed within the said lire 1'milB. 

•1 ll shall lie lawful for the Mayor and 
Council of the said city to authorize by 
resolution any ollicor therein named to 
pull down or remo.'e any building which 
shall have been constructed or placed in 
contravention of this Bylaw; and all ex- 
pense;! reasonably inclined in pulling 
down op removing any such building shall 
be repaid by tin- owner or owners there- 
of to tho treasurer of the said Corporation, 
aud shall he recoverable with costs in a 
summary manner before the 1'olico Mag- 
istrate or any other .1 ust ice of the Peace 
having jurisdiction within tho said city. 

5. In this Bylaw the word "building" 
shall not apply to any shed within thu 
curtilage of another building and used 
exclusively for the storage of fuel for con- 
sumption in such other building, such 
shod not exceeding ten feot by twelve 
feel in superficial linear measure and ten 
feet in height, nor shall it apply to any 
shed erected or to he erected wholly on or 
over the wooden piles of a wharf on the 
water front ; but no shed shall hereafter 
be erected on any wharf within the said 
tiro limits other than with rooting of in- 
combustible material.
